IrregularsWinning Their 
Way Onward, 


Now in Possession of All Roads 
Leading to Grevena, 


Mountaineers and Albanians Join 
the Invaders. 


Tarkish Ministerial Council Holds 
a Three-days’ Sitting—Torpedo 
Boats Fired Upon—Edhem Pasha 
Wants to Cross the Frontier. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LARISSA, April 15.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] There is no truth in the Turk- 
ish reports that the Greek irregulars 
have’ been driven out of Macedonia. It 
is true that a few of the regulars who 
formed és part of the expeditionary 
force returned into Greek territory, 
but these are men who for some rea- 
son have been unable to keep up with 
the main body of Greeks, and conse- 
quently retreated across the frontier. 
The main*body of irregulars is con- 
tinuing successful operations against 
the Turks. 

The report of the capture of Kipur, 
north of Baltino, by the Greeks, is 
confirmed, and in addition, the main 
forces of the irregular or expeditionary 
force has advanced as far as Pigavitga, 
where there is an important bridge 
across a mountain torrent. From that 


operations, sent a detachment of Ital- 
ians, under Col. Ciprini, with instruc- 
tions to capture Zlovof, a small town 
occupying an important strategic posi- 
tion. The Italians accomplished the 
task with considerable skill. Chief 
Davelis sent another column to cap- 
ture Sitovon. This movement was also 
successful. At Kritudes, Plisia and 
Kourduzie, heavy fighting occurred be- 
tween the Greeks and Turks before the 
places were captured. 3 

Another column of Greek irregulars 
started for Macedonia from Zarkos, 
half-way between Larissa and Trik- 
hala, Shortly after crossing the fron- 
tier, the Greeks weresg.confronted by 
strong forces of Turkish regular 
troops, in well-defended positions in 
the villages of Anakoutra and Kahak- 
outra. Sharp fighting followed, but 
the Greeks carried both villages. The 
Greeks have achieved success in oc- 
cupying strategic positions, by means 
of the irregulars, within Turkish terri-. 
tory before war has formally been de- 
clared. The Greek irregulars now 
hold all four roads leading from. the 
Thessalian frontier in the direction of 
Grevena, which may be looked upon 
as the Turkish center. 

According to reports. received from 
the leaders of the irregular forces at 
least 1000 mountaineers of the country 
traversed by the Greeks have joined 
the irregular forces, and it is further 
stated that the Albanians are deserting 
from the Turkish forces near Mount 
Olympus, escaping into Thessaly and 
joining the Greek forces.

A PESSIMISTIC TONE. 


The Greeks Said to Be Disputing 
Among Themselves. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, April 15.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Athens correspondent of the 
Times will say tomorrow: 

“The failure of the first raid has 
deepened the general exasperation and 
led to much angry recriminations. The 
Ethnike Hetairia blames the govern- 
ment, and the latter blames the 
brotherhood. It is quite evident that 
the Hetairia expected to be supported 
by the regular.troops on the outbreak 
of a war thus precipitated. Several of 
the newspapers indulge in a similar 
bitter recrimination, and all authorities 
declare that there is a want of con- 
fidence between the court and the gov- 
ernment. The Greek nation knows 
what it wants, but its rulers are waver- 
ing and undecided. The nation is ask- 
ing how it was possible that the Greeks 
were surrounded and compelled to re- 
treat without being assisted by the 
Greek army. 

“A pesimistic tone is becoming more 
and more noticeable, but the clamor for 
war does not diminish. As yet there 
are no statements made as to the exact 
loss sustained by the invaders, but I 
earn from an excellent source that it 
exceeded two hundred. One newspaper 
says that over half of the main body 
returned, the remainder having been 
ya or scattered through the moun- 
tains.”

Turks are Very ‘'trong in Artillery 
and J :fantry. |

LARRISSA, Ar il 15.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] At Trikk la there is a Greek 
army corps numbiiring about six thou- 
sand men. In all the Greeks have 
about eighty thousand regulars 
and some twenty thousand ir- 
regulars on the frontier, but they 
count great deal on _ reinforce- 
ments to their armies through risings 
in Epirus, Albania and Macedonia, 

The Turks, on the other hand, have 
about one hundred and fifty thousand 
good, well-equipped troops in line. Of 
these forty-four battalions are rediffs 
raised in Roumelia, in all about thirty 
thousand men, who are divided into 
two reserve divisions. 

At Monastir flying columns have 
been formed to watch the Servian 
frontier, and all the supplies possible 
are being pushed forward to the three 
Turkish divisions at Elassona, Grevena 
and Janina. The Turks are weak in 
cavalry, having only about eight thou- 
sand mounted men on the frontier. 
They are, however, very strong ir 
artillery and infantry. The transport 
corps is well organized, field telegraphs 
have been laid between all important 
points, artesian wells have been bored 
at Elassona and broken bridges in 
Macedonia have been repaired as much 
as possible. | 

The Turkish forces at Salonica have 
constructed a line of redoubts around 
the gulf and down the Aegean coast to 
Katerlina. Krupp and Armstrong guns 
have been mounted behind those de- 
fenses and a line of thirty torpedoes 
has been laid across the bay from 
Cape Kara. 

The discipline of the Turkish troops 
is beyond praise. The Greeks, however, 
are not in anything like the state of 
efficiency of the Turks, although they 
may at present seem to be animated by 
more warlike enthusiasm.

FIVE CENTS A RIDE. 


‘THE DEMAND THAT IS CAUSING 
TROUBLE AT INDIANAPOLIS. 


Police Judge Cox and Others Put Off 
3 ‘Cars for Refusing to Pay More 
~ Than Three Cents—Damage Suits 

in Prospect. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.,) April 15.— 


The new laws went into force at mid- 
night by the Governor’s proclamation! 


| Chief interest here attaches to the 3- 


cent street-car fare. The Citizens 

Street Railway Company gave no in- 
structions to conductors and declines 
to consider the law until a decision is 
reached in the Federal court where a 
test case is under argument. 

‘On a North Indianapolis car a con- 
ductor put a young woman off the car 
by force when she declined to pay more 
than 38 cents. Other conductors have 
accepted 3 cents and say they will pay 
2 cents additional out of their own 
wages rather than have a row. The 
law provides a heavy penalty where 
more than 3 cents fare is collected. 

During the day several persons were 
forced from cars upon refusing to pay 
5 cents fare, among them being Police 
Judge Cox, who was. violently ejected 
by the conductor and motorman. One 
damage suit has already been filed. 
Late this evening ex-Atty.-Gen. J. H. 
Miller filed in the United States court 
a petition for an order restraining the 
patrons of the street railroad com- 
pany from demanding a 3-cent fare. 


Bryan at Cincinnati. 


CINCINNATI (O.,) April 15.—Hon. 
William J. Bryan tonight at Music 
Hall addressed over four thousand peo- 
ple, who had paid 25 and 50 cents ad- 
mission. His lecture was on bimetal- 
lism, and it was delivered under the 
auspices of the Ohio Valley Bimetallic 
League.

A VACILLATING STREAM. 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) April 15.—The Mis- 
sissipj.i River at this point shows a 
decline of more than half a foot during 
the past twenty-four hours, while 
at Keokuk: and above an advance is 
recorded. At Booneville and Kansas 
City, Mo., it is also dropping. The 
Weather Bureau predicts that the river 
at St. Louis will fall to about 26.6 feet 
by Friday morning, with a further fall 
during the day. 

AT KANSAS CITY. 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) April 15.—The 
river this morning had risen eight 
inches since yesterday, marking three 
inches above the danger-line, and is 
still coming up slowly. The water is 
beginning to spread out over the low- 
lands, and the rise, therefore, is more 
slow. Precautions taken against the 
flood have in most cases proven ef- 
fective, and no very serious damage 
has been occasioned. 

Two miles up the river the Burlington 
tracks are endangered, and above Kan- 
sas City, Kan., the Missouri Pacific 
tracks are only a little ahove the cur- 
rent.

Two Newspaper Offices Gutted and 
Several Large Mercantile Houses 
Completely Ruined—A List 
of. the Losses,

NEW ORLEANS (La.,) April 15.—One 
of the most picturesque structures in 
the city, known as the Moresque block, 
owned by Gauch and Sons, was de- 
stroyed by fire this afternoon. The 
fire broke out about 1 o’clock, and by 
2:30 p.m., the edifice had collapsed 
and upwards of $400,000 had gone up in 
smoke. 

The Moresque building occupied one 
entire block, bounded by Camp, Poy- 
dras and Church streets and Lafayette 
Square, and its walls were built en- 
tirely of iron, in a design known as 
the Moorish. The Montgomery Furni- 
ture Company and Gauch, Sons & Co., 
crockery merchants, were the tenants 
of the building and both firms car- 
ried full stocks, : 

The firemen, recognizing the hopeless- 
ness of their fight against the flames 
in the Moresque building, directed their 
efforts toward saving adjoining prop- 
erty. In this they were only partially 
successful, for two newspaper offices, 
the German Gazette and the Evening 
Telegram, were completely gutted and 
several stores were also destroyed.

MRS. TILTON’S STROKE. 


THE HEROINE OF THE BEECHER 
SCANDAL DEAD. 


Days—No External 


Mourning About the House—Had | 


Long Been Blind and Was Twice 
Stricken by Paralysis.

NEW YORK April 15.—Mrs. Eliza- 
beth R. Tilton, the wife of Henry Ward 
Beecher’s accuser, died on Tuesday last 
at her homein Brooklyn. The news of 
her death was not made public until 
today. Since the famous Beecher trial 
she had lived in strict retirement. In 
recent years she has shared her home 
with her widowed daughter. Even the 
fact of her death was kept secret, and 
there are no external signs of mourning 
about the house where her body lies. 
Theodore Tilton, her husband, is in 
Paris, where he has lived ever since 
the Beecher trial. 

For a long time Mrs. Tilton was al- 
most totally blind, but less than a year 
ago she underwent a difficult opera- 
tion and regained her sight. Then, 
about a month ago, she suffered a para- 
lytic stroke, from which she. was slowly 
recovering, when, ih the latter part of 
last week, she was again stricken. 

The funeral services were held to- 
night. Few were admitted to the 
house. Malachi Exeter, a preacher of 
the Plymouth Brethren, to which sect 
Mrs. Tilton belonged, officiated. The 
interment will take place tomorrow. 


No Bar to His Serving as a Bimet- 
‘ allist Commissioner, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The ques- 
tion raised as to the right of Senator 
Wolcott to serve as one of the inter- 
national monetary commissioners, while 
at the same time holding office as 
United States Senator, occasioned much 
comment among Senators. The law 
books were examined and the prece- 
dents recalled. As a result of the in- 
quiry started, the general conclusion 
was that Mr. Wolcott did not come 
within the constitutional prohibition, 
as the position to, which he is appointed 
is not an office in the strict legal sense, 
but is an agency or commission. 

Senator Lindsay of Kentucky, a mem- 
ber of the Judiciary Committee, and 
one of the best lawyers in the Senate, 
explained his view of the situation as 
follows: “The constitutional. prohibi-. 
tion has always been construed to 
mean an Office in the strict sense, and 
not to commissioners or agents having 
temporary duties. For that reason Chief 
Justice Jay was selected as commis- 
sioner to negotiate one of our most im- 
portant treaties, and Justice Ellsworth 
was chosen for a similar mission. In 
each case they were chosen at a time 
when the held government Offices, .be- 
ing on the United States Supreme 
bench, But the constitutional provis- 
ion was not applicable to them, as 
their duties as commissioners did not 
constitute a second office. 

“The same view has been held in re- 
cent years when Senator Allison and 
Representative McCreary were dele- 
gated as commissioners to the Brussels 
monetary conference. 

“Senator Morgan and Justice Harlan 
were appointed on the Paris court of 
arbitration, 
selected for the Venezuelan commis- 
sion. In each of these cases it was not 
such an office as the Constitution con- 
templates. It lacked that permanency 
that constitutes an office. The position 
of Senator Wolcott is of the same char- 
acter, and there ,will be no inconsist-

ITS VALUE GONE. 


New York’s Anti-Trust Bill Amended 
Out of Shape. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] _ 
ALBANY (N. Y.,) April 15.—A report 
was ordered today by the Senate Ju- 
diciary Committee on the Anti-Trust 
Bill, amended in such a wa¥ that the 
friends of the ‘bill say it is now of 
no value. The amendments permit a 
Supreme Court Judge to pass upon sub- 
poenas emanating from the Attorney- 
General’s department. Discretionary 
powers are conferred upon the court 
to issue an order to show cause, 50 
that the corporations may be notified 
that an application is pending for an 
examination of witnesses, books and 
papers and the corporations are further 
given the right to be heard on the ap- 
plication. 

The committee has eliminated the 
provisions compelling foreign corpora- 
tions to make reports and the same 
provisions of law in relation to reports 
of domestic corporations is made ap- 
plicable to foreign corporations. The 
porvision prohibiting foreign corpora- 
tions from making combinations is 
stricken out. The committee has also 
eliminated the provision giving the 
Attorney-General power to revoke li- 
cense granted foreign corporations to 
do business in this State. 


AN INSULT TO THE FLAG, 


SPANISH TROOPS PERPETRATE AN 
OUTRAGE IN CUBA. 


Property of a British Vice-Consul’s 
Wife Destroyed and Stars and 
Stripes Draped Over an Ameri- 
can Citizen’s Bed Torn Up.

NEW YORK, April 15.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Sagua la Grande, 
via Key West, says: 

“A report has just reached here of an 
outrage perpetrated near the town of 
Encicrujada by Spanish troops, who 
destroyed the property owned by the 
wife of the British Vice-Consul, Mr. 
Harris of Sagua, and tore up an Ameri- 
can flag which the manager of the es- 
tate, George Harris, who is an Ameri- 
can citizen, had draped over his bed. 

“The estate of Mrs. Harris, called La 
Palma, is about two miles from Enci- 
crujada. The troops broke open the 
doors and removed articles of value. 
Finding the flag in the manager’s bed- 
room, the soldiers carried it out with 
many epithets and tore it into bits. 

“Being satisfied with their vengeance 
on the bit of bunting in the absence of 
its owner, they departed. The matter 
was reported to Mr. Harris on his re-

The former is the Min- 
ister of the so-called Cuban Republic 
and the latter Charge d’Affaires at 
the capital. It is asserted that Maj. 
Sandoval has been commissioned by 
Gen. Weyler for this express purpose, 
and is known to have in his possession 
documents found on the steamer Lau- 
rada on one of her trips to Cuba, show- 
ing the parts played by Gens. Palma 
and Quesada in her movements. 

Should the arrest of the junta lead- 
ers result and the issue be made in 
court as to the liability of such a pol- 
icy, there would be a question of juris- 
diction that will net only involve the 
interstate commerce laws, but also the 
questions of belligerency and the cus- 
tomary comity of nations. 

WEYLER’S BUILDING BOOM, 

HAVANA, April 15.—In view of the 
approach of the rainy season Capt.- 
Gen. Weyler has ordered the erection 
of an infirmary on the trocha and the 
extension of the military hospitals.

Miller and Lux Estate to Be Oper- 
ated by a Corporation. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—The 
litigation over the great estate of Mil- 
ler & Lux, which has attracted such 
attention, has been settled at last by 
the formation of a corporation in which 
the heirs hold stock in proportion to 
their interests, or on a basis, at least, 
on which they have agreed. The value 
of the estate has been. estimated 
roughly in times past all the way from 
$12,000,000 to $20,000,000. The heirs, how-~- 
ever, agreed that all the praperty 
should be sold to the corporation on 


_ the. basis of $1,750,000. 


Henry Miller will, according to the 
arrangement, control four of the seven 
directors, thus giving him a majority 
of one. Putting it another way to sim- 
plify the matter as regards the va- 
rious heirs, he will control eight-four- 


‘teenths of the stock, the German heirs 
three-fourteenths and the 


other heirs 


“three-fourteenths. 
The object of the corporation is to 
raise livestock, carry on a refrigerator, 
to carry on any kind of manufactur- 
‘ing, borrow money, conduct e whole- 
‘gale and ‘retail merchandfse 
lay out towns, etc. The principal place 
of bysiness is San Frangisco, and the 
term of the corporation is fifty years. 
There are to be seven directors; the 


amount of capital stock is $12,000,000, 


galt of which is non-assessable and all 


proceeds shall be applied to debts. The 
profits shall be divided at least annu- 
ally, except not to exceed $50,000 to 
meet future expenses. Miller, so long 
as he is able, shall be president and 
general manager, and shall not receive 
over $25,000 per annum as compensa- 
tion. 


THE MITCHELL RANCH, 


Extensive Sugar-making Operations 
to Be Conducted Thereon. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—The 
English syndicate that is about to pur- 


chase the big Mitchell ranch proposes 


to incorporate under the laws of some 
State where stock is unassessable, with 
a capital stock of $3,000,000. Shares will 
be $1 each and fully paid up. An effort 
will be made to float the company in 
San Francisco.

The Alcalde took in her sails, but the 
Samaria did not reef her canvas, The 
Bamaria was laden sq deep in the

water that the seas broke over her, 
and she wallowed badly in the trough 
of the sea. The Alcalde had hard work 
saving herself, and only escaped from 
the fury of .the storm by throwing 
out oil bags which moderated the force 
of the sea immediately about her. On 
the following day the wind moderated, 
but there was no sign of the Samaria. 

Much wreckage was drifting about 
and the Alcalde’s officers saw a set of 


| ship’s steps and a corpse tangled in a 


mass of ropes, which drifted astern. 
The Alcalde’s captain is confident that 
the Samaria and all of her crew are 
at the bottom of the sea. 


A RECALCITRANT JUROR. 


Refuses to Discuss a Verdict in a 
Grand Larceny Case.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—The 
trial of J. F. Turner, charged with 
grand larceny for the alleged theft of 
a deed to Fresno county lands valued 
at $8500, came to a sensational conclu- 
sion, in the Superior Court today.

NEW YORK, April 15.—The time for 
making application for place in line of 
the Grant parade closed this+after- 
noon. The complete and final order of 
march will not be made up before next 
Tuesday, but the probable marching 
order, with the numerical strength of 
the divisions, was given out this after- 
noon as follows. 

»MILITARY DIVISION. 

First division — Regulars. United 
States troops, 2500 men; separate brig- 
ades of marines and blue jackets, 
1500 men. 

Second division—National Guard of 
the State of New York. First brigade, 
5000 men; second brigade, 3000 men; 
fourth brigade, 2500; third brigade, 2000 
men, 

Third division—Troops of the Na- 
tional Guards of various States, as- 
signed to the line in the order of the 
States intO the Union. First brigade, 
Pennsylvania militia, 5000 men; sec- 
ond brigade, New Jersey troops, 4000 
men; third brigade, Connecticut troops, 
500 men; fourth brigade, Massachusetts 
troops, 500 men; fifth brigade, Mary- 
land troops, 900 men; sixth brigade, 
Virginia troops, 700 men; seventh bri- 
gade, Rhode Island troops, 400 men:

men; ninth brigade, Ohio troops, 1100 
men; tenth brigade, Illinois troops, 
Governor and staff (number not given;)

SPECULATIVE FEATURE. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—Speculators 
are actively canvassing the houses 
along the line of the Grant monument 
parade endeavoring to secure window 
privileges. In many cases entire houses 
have been secured, and permits for 
erecting stands in front of them ob- 
tained. It is estimated that the stands 
to be constructed will seat at least 75,- 
000 people. 

The Grant monument is now com- 
pleted, the only work remaining to be 
done being the polishing of the marble 
and the brushing of the bronze doors. 

The armored steel case containing 
Gen. Grant’s body will be opened so 
that the coffin can be taken out. It 
is officially denied that any of the 
rivets which fastened the covering of 
this casing were sold by workmen as 
souvenirs. ‘The rivets were not re- 
moved, the workmen simply drilled 
through the top of them, which was 
all ‘that was necessary to open the 
case. The steel case is to be disposed 
of at the will of Col. Grant. It will 
probably be destroyed.

HONDURAS REVOLUTION. 


A United States Consul Reports the 
Republic Under Martial Law. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS W/RE.] 
WASHINGTON, April 
States Consul Little telegraphs from 
Tegucipaipa, capital of\Honduras, that 
@ \revclution has broken out, and the 
republic is now under martial law. 

RATHER UNSTABLE. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—Minister 
Rodriguez, the Minister of the Greater 
Republig of Central America, has re- 
ceived:no telegrams regarding the re- 
ported uprising in Honduras. There are 
two parties in Honduras, as there dre 
in the two other republics of the Greater 
Republic of Central America, the Lib- 
erals and the Conservatives. At pres- 
ent the Liberals are in the supremacy 
in Honduras, having regained power by 
the overthrow of President Vasquez. 
The present executive is President 
Bonilla. 

The government of Honduras is much 
less stable than that of the other two 
countries. There is always a great deal 
of social and political agitation there, 
owing to the rivalry of the opposing 
leaders. It is possible that Gen. Vas- 
quez, who was overthrown several 
years ago, may be at the head of the 
present movement. Previous revolu- 
tions, while attended with bloodshed, 
usually have been brief. 

The population of Honduras is about 
350,000, but communication is difficult 
on account of lack of railroad facilities, 
and bad roads. Tegucigalpa, ‘‘the city 
of the mountains,” is the capital of 
Honduras. It is not unlikely, if the 
revolution should prove unusually se- 
vere, that the other two republics in 
ae confederation may aid in restoring 
order.

A SCHOOL TEACHER DROWNED. 

Owing td melting snows in the moun- 
tains, Salt River has been at flood 
héight for the past week. Fording has 
become perilous, and at at least -one 
point fatal. Charles A. Rohr, for sev- 
eral years pedagogue at the Mesquite 
school, ten miles up the river, is miss- 
ing, and has undoubtedly been drowned 
in the raging Salt. Sunday morning he 
attempted to cross the river on horse- 
back, at a point where such an un- 
dertaking was foolhardy. The horse 
turned up later in the day, bridled but 
riderless. All attempts to find the body 
have proven futile, although the most 
diligent search has been made, Should 
the flood continue for eight.or ten 
days, the body, on rising, will prob- 
ably go down the Colorado. 

A SAD ACCIDENT. 

At the picnic at Mesa a day or two 
ago,'@ pitiful accident befell a little 
boy named Vermillion. With other 
boys he was agg Aes at the railroad 
turn-table there, and being near the 
edge his legs were caught between the 
table and the frame, and mercilessly 
lacerated, the flesh being torn from 
the little bones.

A COLORED DANE, 

Help has come frém a very unusual 
source in the éffort to save the neck of 
Philip Lachley, a negro soldier, sen- 
tenced today at Tucson to be hanged. 
He now claims, although he has been 
preserving the peace of Uncle Sam’s 
dominion for a period of years, that 
he is a native of Denmark, and he has 
appealed to Constantine Brun, the 
Danish Minister at Washington, to use 
his “puissant” efforts in Lachley’s be- 
half. Socretary Sherman has written 
Gov, Franklin in the matter, evidently 
under the impression that it is a mat- 
ter for Territorial and not Federal au- 
thorities. This, however, is a mistake 
as the affair was entirely Federal in 
jurisdiction, as the crime was com- 
mitted on the Huachuca, military reser- 
vation. The following sentence was 
pronounced on Lachley at Tucson to- 
day: “It is the Judgment and sentence 
of this court and it is hereby ordered 
that u be taken hence and kept by 
the Marshal of the United States for 
Arizona, in secure confinement until 
Friday, the lith day of June, 1897, and 
that upon that day between the hours 
of 9 o’clock a.m., and 4 o’clock p.m., 
you be taken to some convenient pri- 
vate place in Pima county and there 
be hanged by the neck until you are 
dead, and may God have mercy on 
your soul.”

SPALDING ASSIGNS. 


The Bank President’s Endeavor to 
Make Good University Loans. 
CHICAGO, April 15.—Charles W. 
Spalding, ex-president of- the Globe 
Savings Bank and ex-treasurer of the 
University of Illinois, has made a 
voluntary assignment to the university 
trustees of realty and bond securities 
approximating $400,000. Some bonds 
conveyed are now in the hands of Re- 
ceiver Lemon of the Globe Savings 
Bank, and a desperate fight will be 
waged by the depositors of the bank to 
prevent them going to the university. 
Criminal proceedings will not be 
brought against the former treasurer 
by the trustees unless they cannot be 
indemnified for money and bonds used 
by Spalding. But suits are to be 
begun against the First National 
Bank, Northwestern National Bank and 
Metropolitan National Bank to recover 
$242,000 in bonds hypothecated or sold 
to these institutions by Spalding per- 

sonally or through brokers. 

Judge Horton today issued an in- 
junction restraining Spalding from 
turning over to the University of Illi- 
nois the Idaho canal bonds which were 
found in the vaults of the bank by the 
receiver. The complaintant is James 
H. Brady, chief stockholder of the 
Idaho Falls Canal Irrigation Company, 
which issued the bonds. He claims to 
be the owner of,the bonds. 

The bonds in his name amounting to 
$162,000, are part of the securities by 
which Spalding was to have settled his 
accounts with the university of which 
he was treasurer. The injunction re- 
straining Spalding from turning the 
bonds over to the university inter- 
feres seriously with the settlement.

BLOWN OVERBOARD. 


Details of the Accident During the 
Yantie’s Gun Practice, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, April 15.—The Herald 
this morning publishes the following 
special correspondence from Montee 
“When the United States steamship 
Yantic was at stationary target prac« 
tice at Chico Bank, La Plata River, 
about seventy-five miles southwest 
from Montevideo, a sickening accident 
occurred. The required shots~had been 
fired fram-.the sixty-pound rifle on the 
forecastle and the eight-inch rifle fore 
ward. Three shots had been fired frong 
the nine-inch smooth-bore muzzlee 
loader, and only one more shot was re~- 
quired from this last gun to complete 
a very successful target practice. 
“The nine-inch gun was then loaded, 
On account of the narrowness of the 
Yantic and the smallness of the 
ports, it is necessary for the men load- 
ing the gun to lean out of the port, 
clasping one arm about the muzzle 
of the gun and working the sponge 
and rammer with the other arm, 
partly exposing his body in front of the 
muzzle. The bore had been sponged 
out with the sponge, freshly-damp- 
ened with the division tube, and the 
charge of eleven pounds of black 
powder had been rammed home by P. 
Murphy, a seaman, assisted. by O. 
Germansen, another seaman, on the 
other side, C. Hayden, the coxswain, 
was holding his thumb on the yent 
in order to prevent the air from reach- 
ing any lighted fragments of the prev<- 
iously exploded cartridge that might 
have remained in the chamber. 
‘‘Apparently none of the precautions 
extinguished the burning bits of cloth, 
for the cartridge exploded while Mur- 
phy was withdrawing the rammer, and 
he was blown off the boat. No trace 
of him was found, although boats were 
instantly lowered and search made. 
Germansen lost an eye and was ger- 
iously injured, and one arm was 
broken. Hayden’s hand was badly 
burned and the upper half of the port 
was shattered. After the accident the 
Yantic returned to Montevideo.”

The arrivals ot*{mmigrants from 
Southen Europe—lItaly and. the Slav- 
onic States—at New York, during the 
past fortnight, have been nearly eight 
thousand five hundred, of which less 
than one thousand three hundred could 
read and write. It is unnecessary to 
say that such an element of population 
is not acceptable to the American peo- 
ple, because not homogeneous; and 
that these incursiois of an element 
that has but little in common with 
us, at its very best, inight have been 
to a great extent excluded had Mr. 
Cleveland kept pace with the condi- 
tions of the country anc been in full 
harmony with somebody besides the 
New York agents of Euro..ean steam- 
ship companies. 

Mr. Lodge, the author of the immi- 
gration bill vetoed by Mr. eland, 
has traveled over the United States 
a good deal more than the recently 
retired President, ana was tlierefore a 
good deal nearer in touch with the 


~ people on this subject. But even grant- | 


ing that Mr. Cleveland had never been 
west of Buffalo, where he first was 
graduated out of the obscurity class, 
he certainly must have known enough 
of the social condition of New York 
City to know that these nationalities 
are not desirable arrivals and not to 
be tolerated for a moment unless they 
can read and write. All he had to do 
was to call on the Chief of Police in 
that city and he would have taken 
him up to “the Bend” on Mulberry 
street, where there is a colony of 
33,000 Italians, who require more police 
to keep them inorder than any other 
50,000 people in the great metropolis. 
Of these less than six thousand five 
hundred can read and write, and every

Such men are 
clearly not abreast of the times or 
they would think and act differently.

is already a larger city than her 
Maine namesake, and of-much vaster 
commercial importance; and on the 
shores of the vast inland sea where 
old Seattle and his tribe went forth 
to battle in a hundred canoes, has 
risen a city bearing the departed 
chieftain’s name and second to none 
in America for truly picturesque sur- 


youndings. 


And the land, the farms of which 
our wealthy relative was rich enough 
to give us all one, where is that land 
now? . Answer, gone beyond recall. It 
is a case of “Evasit, eriperit” in the 
language of the Roman bard who did 
not know enough of Spanish to use 
the word “vamose!” The railroad cor- 
porations absorbed one-third of it, 
while another third weit to the cat- 
tle «ompanies, mostly co uposed of 

Englishmen; and as for the remaining 
oné-third, it is of comparatively little 
value for anything but pisturage, and 
that of a very inferior order. The 
land is gone and we are going to have 


years, to find abiding places for our 
own children. 

That is why the Lodge Bill was 
a righteous measure and should have 
received the executive approval as its 
author received the approval and es- 
teem of the more intelligent men who 
differed from him in political senti- 
ment. We do not want these for- 
eigners; because the conditions of our 
continent have changed and_we have 
no room for them. The lands they 
would occupy are the natural inherit- 
ance of our own people. THe TIMES 
sees the marks of a New England 
civilization stretching from the Ken- 
nebec to the Frazer, and it does not 
want to see those marks effaced.

-BARLOW’S BRAY. 
It would be difficult, if not impos- 
sible, to conceive a more pronounced 
exhibition of asininity than that made 
by Congressman Barlow of this dis- 
trict, in his harangue before the House 
of Representatives at Washington on 
March 31 (whether actually delivered, 
or not, may be a question,) during the 


consideration of the Dingley Tariff Bill. 


If ever a Congressman drew public at- 
tention to the largeness of his ears and 
the smallness of his intellect, Con- 
gressman Barlow did so on the occa- 
sion referred to. 

The false statements and distorted 
rhetoric of Barlow’s harangue were 
calculated to cause even the wild-eyed 
apostles of Populism—of whom there 
are a few in the House—to gasp for 
breath. One Jooks in vain for a kernel 
of wheat in his bushels of chaff. If 
there is a single truth in the, whole 
course of his intemperate tirade, it 
eanaot be discerned without the aid 
of a powerful magnifying glass. 

To refute all of the many false 
statements in Mr. Barlow’s harafgue 
would be to pillory each and every 
sentence. This is not necessary, for 
most of his statements furnish their 
own refutation, by reason of their ex- 
travagance and manifest absurdity. 

One of his absurd and false asser- 
tions was that in the campaign of 1896 
the tariff question, “by common con- 
sent, was laid upon the shelf. I owe 
my election in a large measure,” he 
added, “to the fact that the majority 
of men in my district, without regard 
to party, have awakened to this truth: 
That the cause of hard times during 
periods of both high and low tariffs 
is identical, namely, a vicious financial 
system—the Rothschild system.” It is 
hardly necessary to say that the log- 
ical, legitimate, and real issue of the 
late campaign was the tariff issue, and: 
that the coinage question was thrust 
into prominence only through the per- 
sistent threats of shallow and hare- 
brained theorists like Barlow to wreck 
the nation’s credit, repudiate a portion 
of its just indebtedness, and dishonor 
the American people before the world. 
Mr. Barlow owes his election, first to 
the weakness an@ vacillation of ‘his 
Republican opponent, and next to the 
fact that he himself was willing to 
make political merchandise of vaga- 
bondage. By constant appeals to the 
lowest instincts and the most vicious 
prejudices of the unfortunate and the 
improvident, a considerable number 
of such men were persuaded that in 
some manner their ills were attribut- 
able to the financial system of the 
government rather than to their own 
misfortunes, incompetence, or improvi- 
dence. Mr. Barlow’s election was ac- 
complished by the votes of the thrift- 
less, and the shiftless, to whose cupid- 
ity, malice and ignorance he and the 
party for which he stood sponsor 
made constant and vehement appeals. 
“This whole discussion is useless,” 
exclaimed Mr. Barlow; and his har- 
angue demonstrated as much. Such 
utterances as his are not only useless 
but mischievous. ‘We are presenting 
a queer spectacle,” declared Barlow; 
and the spectacle which he himself 
presented needed no other emphasis 
to brand it as “‘queer.” 

It is needless to follow Barlow’s 
rambling and incoherent harangue in 
detail. It was essentially a Populist 
stump speech, and an extremely poor 
one at that. Though supposedly talk- 
ing on the pending tariff bill, he said 
almost nothing on that subject, but 
sawed the air with tireless persistency 
in denunciation of “the money-power” 
until fortuitously choked off by the 
House rules. The wisdom and benefi- 
cence of those rules has once more 
been amply demonstrated.

THE HAWAIIAN PROBLEM. 
William R. Castle, ate Hawaiian 

Minister in Washington, is sending out 

from Honolulu a circular favorable to 


the annexation of the Hawaiian Islands" 


to the United States. The avowed pur- 
pose of the publication is to refute 
the misrepresentations of the enemies 
of annexation, and it must be admitted 
that Mr. Castle, if he does not meet 
all the objections to annexation, at 
least makes out a strong case in favor 
of such action by the government of 
the United States. 

Referring to the question of consti-. 
tutionality, which ‘has been: raised in 
some quarters, Mr. Castle cites the case 
of Louisiana, and reminds us that the 
principle that foreign territory can be 
annexed has been. acted upon several 
times by the United States since the 
annexation of Louisiana, and has been 
affirmed by the Supreme Court more 
than once. “Have any but good re- 
sults,” he asks, “followed the annexa- 
tion of Louisiana, Texas, California, or 


Alaska? Would any loyal American 


undo any of that work?” There is 
more or less force in this argument, 
though the cases cited are not analog- 
ous to that of Hawaii. Louisiana, 
Texas and California were acquired 
under circumstances materially differ- 
ent from those surrounding the Ha- 
waiian question. And Alaska was not 
annexed to the United States until 
after it had been purchased from 
Russia at a stipulated price. 

Mr. Castle maintains that the United 
States will derive great and permanent 
benefit from the annexation of the 
Hawaiian Islands. In support of this 
contention he cites statistics of the 


exports. and imports of the islands, 


showing that the foreign trade to 
almost wholly with the United States. 
These statistics have recently been 
published in THe Tmigs, and need not 
be repeated here. ‘They show that 
the loss of the Hawaiian trade would 
be a material loss to the Pacific Coast, 
which enjoys some 75 or 80 per cent. 
of the total trade between this coun- 
try and the islands. 

But the principal point of Mr. 
Castle’s argument is that annexation 
is absolutely necessary “in order to 
keep this stronghold of the North Pa- 
cific within the lines of modern civ- 


jilization. Without it, American ideas 


and European enlightenment must suc- 
cumb to Orientalism, to the great and 
enduring injury of the United States.” 
In explanation of this statement, Mr. 
Castle says: | 


“We can prevent Chinese occupying 
our beautiful country, for Hawaii has 
no treaty with China, but it is not so 
with Japan. When that country, 
twenty-five years ago, was seeking al- 
liances with the nations of the world, 
we entered into treaty relations, and 
under its provisions we cannot pre- 
vent the free immigration of her peo- 


Hawaii a very paradise. Few of them 
return to their homes, and at present 
they are all over the country seeking 
the ownership of property, and still 
they are coming in by every steamer. 

“After the recent war, from which 
Japan emerged victorious, a splendid 
athlete, her statesmen and people were 
filled with an ambitious desire to carry 
her flag to other parts of the. earth. 
Japan wants colonies and _ possessions. 
From the Japanese press and from. 
what her people say here it is evi- 
dent that Japan intends to possess 
Hawaii. Can you complain of that 
ambition? Is it not perfectly honor- 
able and laudable? Certainly it is, 
and it will be to the lasting glory and 
credit of that nation to accomplish 
that end and take Hawaii. ‘But it will 
not be permitted.’ You say: ‘Japan 
will not wish to offend the United 
States, and will not attempt the forc- 
ible occupation of Hawaii!’ This is all 
true. Japan will retain the friendship 
of the United States and the rest of 
the world, but it will accomplish its 
end all the same, while you ‘are main-’ 
taining your policy of ‘hands off’ and 
‘let Hawaii alone!’ And while you will 
not annex us—because the Sugar Trust 
Says no; because the beet-sugar grower. 


fears a possible competition: because } 
| somebody else was af 


id to take, a 
step in advance; the Japanese will 


quietly and peacefully pour into Ha- 
waii till they simply overwhelm us by 
their numbers. We would like to alter 
the treaty and control immigration, 
but it takes two to make a bargain and 
if little Hawaii wants an amendmenet, 
while big, victorious, proud Japan does 
not, it is pretty safe to say the treaty 
will not be altered. When Hawaii is 
full of Japanese, of whom many will be 
educated and just as intelligent and 
capable of self government as our 
present electors, can it -be supposed 
that we can prevent them from voting? 
Never! and by a single election all 
will be changed. Can your govern- 
ment object to this or complain of it? 
No! for it will simply be an act of 
the people of the republic of Hawaii. 
Nor can you complain of the next step, 
the withdrawal of all negotiations for 
annexation, for protection, for any 
form of closer political and commer- 
cial union. Meantime a Hawaiian 
Minister will be kept in Washington 
and cordial relations will be main-« 
vained with your country, us your Pres- 
ident will continue to say in his mes- 
sages to Congress. But all the while 
the new power at work in Hawaii wil! 
turn westward; Japanese influence will 
become paramount; her products will 
be introduced and her factories will 
be established here. Gradually ‘but 
surely your trade will fall off, your 
flag will cease to carry our products 
and bring back merchandise. and then 
you will withdraw the Reciprocity 
Treaty. Of course Hawaii will at once 
ask annexation to Japan, and who will 
prevent it? The United States can- 
not, hecause we have been asking for 
annexation all the time for the last 
four years and you have said-no. Pos- 
sibly England, France or Germany 
might object, and either one of them 
take the islands, but the result would 
be the same, America will have lost 
Hawaii. With this you will have lost 
millions of money. in trade and com- 
merce, you will no longer hold the 
most advantageous point in the Pa- 
cific; your flag will no. longer be su- 
preme in this ocean. In place of the 
beloved Stars and Stripes, our ports 
will be filled with ships carrying the 
bright field and proud sun flag of 
Japan.” 


Whether annexation is or is not the 


one proposition seems clear and indis- 
putable. This proposition is that no 
other nation should be permitted to 
gain control of those islands, which 
have aptly been called the key to the 
North Pacific, A nominal protectorate 
might serve the purposes of temporary 
protection. It is certain that if our 
government meets the present emer- 
gency with a bold and definite an- 
nouncement of its policy, that policy 
will be acquiesced in by all the nations 
of the world, 

_ No nation would venture to oppose 
any reasonable policy which we might 
see fit to declare in reference to the 
islands. Our responsibility, therefore, 
is doubly great. We must solve this 
problem, and we must solve it in the 
right way. Justice must be done to 
all interests, so far as such a thifig 
is possible. But under nocircumstances 
must orientalism be permitted to gain 
control of the islands. Neither must 
Europeanism®be permitted to gain the 
ascendency. We are already too nearly 
surrounded by European strongholds 
for our comfort or safety. It would be 
the acme of folly for the United States 
to forego.the splendid advantage, 
strategic, commercial and _ political, 
which it has gained in Hawaii, and 
which it can hold without great dif- 
ficulty or expense. } 


All present indications point to a 
wholesale war in Europe, and that be- 
fore many more days have ciapsed. 
It cannot by any possibility be averted, 
nor can it be much longer deferred. 
Of course, there is no probability of 
the United States becoming involved 
in it, except through a chain of events 
the very nearest of which is not now 
perceptible. 

The United States, therefore, will 
have to be the commissary of subsist- 
ence for all this hurry-scurry and tur- 
moil of battle. In her peaceable atti- 
tude of neutrality she will hear the 
click of the reaper and the ceaseless 
burr of the thrashing machine, from 
Maine to Oregon. America will have 
to furnish not only all the wheat and 
corn for all the armies outside of 
Russia, but the salt beef and pork also. 
The present decline of those articles, 
therefore, must be regarded as merely 
a temporary lull in the market, to be 
followed by a liberal advance in prices 
all over the world. sg

He also wrote several pretty novels, 
the best of which was “The Gypsy of 
Sardis.”

LOS ANGELES THEATER. “For 
Fair Virginia’ a four-act drama, by 
Russ Whytal was presented for the 
first time here last night at the Los 
Angeles, by the author and his wife, 
the former doing the unusual thing of 
taking the least desirable role in the 
piece (that of the villain) the latter 
that of the Yankee girl who is down 
South in the midst of the fighting, where 
deeds of valor and daring make her 
every inch a heroine. | 

The play tells a story in which the 
interest is well-sustained throughout, 
and incident crowds upon incident in 
rapid succession. Edward Esmond, 
(George F. Farran) is a Northerner 
who weds a Southern wife and when 
war breaks upon the land, ‘struggles 
between love and loyalty to the flag 
of his country for a time, but finally 
finds the latter sentiment dominant, 
and leaves his rebel spouse to go forth 
to battle in a garb of blue, His wife 
who is rabidly secesh, has an old lover 
one John Laughlin, (Mr. Whytal) 
“Southerner by adoption” who uses 
‘every endeavor to break down the 
wife’s loyalty to her husband, .He be- 
comes a general in the Confederate 
army, and in the second act of the play 
takes up his headquarters at the Es- 
mond home, around which the tide 
of war drifts, and where the boom of 
cannon is heard in the distance, as the 
action of the play goes on. 

Nell Esmond, (Mrs. Whytal) as sister 
of Edward, at a critical period  se- 
cures through her young nephew, Julian 
Esmond, (Lottie Briscoe) some impor- 
tant papers accidentally dropped by 
Gen. Laughlin, and, disguising her- 
self in the clothes of Uncle Zeb, (John 
Woodard,) a colored servant, mounts 
a horse. and gallops through the night 
to deliver the document to her brother, 
who is in command of the Union forces. 
She is shot through the arm at the 
threshold of the Esmond home, upon 
her return, but enters the house, closely 
followed by members of Laughlin’s 
command. Before they discover her, 
she succeeds in reaching her apartment 
and slips into her proper costume, the 
old darky doing likewise, but he leaves 
the coat under the sofa, in Miss Es- 
mond’s room, where the rebel searchers 
find it, and the incriminating bullet hole 
in the sleeve.

AGAINST DIMMITT, 


The Fugitive Wanted in Missouri to 
Anawer for Serious Offenses—The 
Santa Fe’s Oil Spouter at Ful- 
lerton—News Notes, 


SANTA ANA, April 15,—[ Regular 
Correspondence.] The charges against 
Thomas H. Dimmiti, the fugitive from 
justice from Missouri, who was ar- 
rested in Santa Ana recently on an 
indictment from the grand jury of the 


# county of Polk, are much more serious 


‘Than at first known here. Dimmitt 
claimed that the charge was for em- 
bezzlement and that the amount was 
only about $150. It now transpires 
that he has five indictments against 
him in Polk county and one in Green 
county, the latter being on account of 
Dimmitt’s alleged assistance in a case 
of abortion. 

From the deputy sheriff who is now 
in charge of the prisoner en route to 
Missouri, it has been learned that Dim- 
mitt was in charge of a lumber yard 
in the townof Bolivar that’ was owned 
by the T. A. Miller Lumber Company 
and that he was for a long time con- 
sidered one of the most reliable em- 
ployés of the company. But he took 
to drink. Gambling followed, and bad 
women aided in his downfall. Money 
was collected for the firm by Dim- 
mitt and never accounted for. Fearing 
exposure he left his position and went 
to Springfield, Mo., where he went 
from bad to worse, as the indictment 
from that county against him indi- 
cates. Then presumably to free him- 
self of all his biackness, he came to 
California, but the arm of the law 
has finally gathered: him in.’ He does 
not Know of the other and more se- 
rious indictments against him and 
perhaps will not ‘until he is safely 
landed in the County Jail in Bolivar.

JOHNSON CONFESSES, 


HE AGAIN TESTIFIES AGAINST 
“KID” THOMPSON. 


| Says His Wife Urged Him to Tell 


the Story as That Course Would 
Benefit Her. 


THE TURNING OF THE SWITCH. 


JOHNSON RELUCTANTLY SAYS THE 
“KID” DID IT, 


Thompson Watches the Case Keenly 
and Insists Upon Exclusion of 
Witnesses from the Court 
Room. 


When the case of “‘Kid’’ Thompson 
was called at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing the courtroom was filled to over- 
flowing. As early as 8:30 o’clock the 
rush for seats began, and at 9 o’clock 
it was found necessary to close the 
doors to the general public. More than 
usual interest had been aroused by the 
attitude taken by Alva Johnson in re- 
fusing to testify, and during the entire. 


| day’s proceedings groups of men filled 


the corridor, anxiously seeking an op- 
portunity to enter the courtroom. The 
prisoner appeared as cool and intrepid 
as ever, and only once did he show any 
excitement. On this occasion, however, 
he exercised great firmness, and illus- 
trated the fact that he is taking much 
more interest in the case than many 
suppose. 

It happened directly after the after- 
noon session had begun, Mrs. Trogden, 
Alva Johnson's sister, subpoenaed by 
the prosecution, was on the stand. Her 
daughter, who is to be a witness for the 
defense, sat in court listening to her 
testimony, when Thompson, turning 
around, espied her. He stopped the pro- 
ceedings by. demanding that she be ex-. 
cluded from the room, but when 
‘bailiff ‘approached her with a request 
to leave, €xplaining the reason, she re- 
fused to do so as she had, she said, not 
been subpoenaed. Thompson jumped to 
his feet, clutched the arm of Con Mal- 
lory, the detective of the District Attor- 
ney’s office, and insisted that the rule 
regarding the exclusion of witnesses be 
enforced. He became greatly excited, 
and it required considerable attention 
on the part of his attorney, and many 
and repeated assurances from Mallory, 
to calm him. It-was not until a sub- 
poena. had been drawn up and served 
upon the young woman, who then left 
the courtroom, that he again assumed 
his characteristic reclining position, 
and devoted his attention to the testi- 
mony being taken. 7 

‘The interest of ithe spectatcrs was 
centered in Aiva Johnson, and when 
he’ was calied by the prosecution 
shortly before 3 o’clotk; “all were rea-" 
sohably assured that he had materially 
altered his firm stand taken Wednes- 
day. He entered the courtroom and 
took the stand in the same_ halting 
manner as the day before; showing 
plainly the ravages of rheumatism. 
When seated, he betrayed the same 
nervousness which had characterized 
his actions of Wednesday, and sat 
with downcast eyes, playing fitfully 
with his cane. His general testimony 
was given in a hesitating manner, but 
he made no effcrit to shiell the de- 
fendant, telling the story of his rela- 
tions with Thompson in detail. Un- 
like the witnesses called during the 
first two days of the trial, he seemed 
to consider the maiter seriously, and 
not once did ne utter a remark with. 
levity. 

His testimony was in substance 
identical with that given at the iast 
trial, and was a ecumplete confession. 
He told in detail how Thompson and 
he had left Los Angeles on the after- 
noon of February 15, 1894. for the pur- 
pose of holding up the Southern Pa- 
‘cific train, Which was to leave here 
that night at 10:40. They drove to 
Roscoe in a spring wagon belonging 
to Johnson, arriving there shortly after 
nightfall, and camped abou: sixty yards 
from the railroad. <After thoroughly 
examining the surroundings, Thomp- 
son had broken the switch lock, and 
thrown it away. When they heard 
the whistle of the locomotive <«t San 
Fernando, three miles below, Johnson, 
muffled in a long rubber coat, and 
wearing a mask, had armed with, a 
. Winchester riflé, stationed himself near 
the’terminus of the spur track. Thomp- 
son, he said, woré a long linen duster, 
was also masked, and was armed with 
two revolvers. He stood near the 
switch, and while Johnson denied hav- 
ing seen him.throw the switch, he 
testified that Thompson must have 
done so, as no one else was present. 
As the train approached, Johnson 
lighted a torch and signaled the engi- 
neer to stop. The latter did not heed 
the signal, and the train took’ the 
siding and was wrecked. 

The remainder of Johnson’s evidence 
was corroborative, in every detail, of 
that of former witnesses. In no fea- 
ture did the rest of his testimony im- 
mediately regarding the robbery differ 
‘from that of-La Grange, the dead- 
head fireman, or of Edgar, the Wells 
Fargo Express Company messenger. 

After obtaining the booty, Johnson 
and Thompson drove direct to the city, 
and from here to Johnson’s ranch by 
a different road. The money was hid- 
den in the brush, and the following 
night Johnson buried it on the bank 
of the Tejunga River. Thompson re- 
mained around for two days, and then 
Johnson gave him gold for his share 
of the plunder and Thompson left. The 
next time Johnson saw him was on 
the occasion when he appeared in 
company with Etzler and demanded 
more money. Johnson agreed to send 
him 600 of the Mexican dollars if he 
would leave the country. Although 
Thompson had expressed himself as 
satisfied with the amount given him 
directly after the robbery and no more 
was due him. The circumstances as 
related by Johnson yesterday were ex- 
actly similar to those as told by Bizler 
while on the stand the day before, and 
corroborated the latter's testimony 
perfectly. Johngon identified the re- 
volver and holster known as exhibit A, 
as the one he had handed Etzler to be 
given to Thompson, and further identi- 
fied a letter, written by himself to 
Thompson, and addressed to “W. J. 
Parker, Tempe, Ariz.” This was 
also offered in evidence by the prose- 


cution. 

While all of Johnson’s testimony was 
delivered with a certain hesitancy, he 
exhibited at one time unusual nervous- 
ness. During the cross-examination, J. 
N. Phillips, attorney for the defendant, 
asked him point plank whether Thonip- 
son had turned the swith which caused 


the catastrophe. Johnson hesitated, 
opene@. d closed his mouth sever 
times Without emitting any sound, and 


began spasmodically twitching his fin- 
gers, while his heaving chest testified 
to

shock, took a deep inhalation, and re- 
plied: “Yes.” 

- Johnson was closely questioned yes- 
terday relative to his change of atti- 
tude. He freely stated that he was 
testifying because it complied with the 
wishes of his wife, and for no other 
reason. While he had been visited by 
the Southern Pacific detectives and De- 
tective Con Mallory of the District At- 
torney’s office, he said that they had 
made him no promises. He thought 
they had not done all in their power 
to alleviate his wants since his original, 
confession, but that was not his rea- 
son for refusing to testify on Wednes- 
day. 3 

“My wife has done all she could to 
induce me to testify,”’ he replied, when 
questioned on the stand by J. N. Phil- 
lips, attorney for the defendant. 

“She thought that people blamed her 
for my not testifying. She has done 
all in her power to bring about an- 
other confession by me at this time, 
and what I do I do to benfit her.”’ 

“In what manner will it benefit her?” 
demanded Attorney Phillips. 

“She gave.me no reasons, but said 
it would,” replied Johnson. 

“Did she not also say that you would 
be benefited in the future by testify- 
ing?’’ queried the attorney. 

“Yes,” answered Johnson. At this 
time court was adjourned, and John- 
son will in all probability resume his 
testimony today. — 

Southern Pacific Detective Miles T. 
Bowler was the first witness called yes- 
terday. He testified that he first met 
Thompson on a passenger train at 
Palm Springs, Cal. Thompson was 
then in charge of Detective Brecken- 
ridge, bound for this city. Bowler 
stated that shortly after Johnson’s 
first confession, he had met Thomp- 
son in the corridor of the County Jail, 
where the latter was at that time con- 
fined. Thompson on that occasion is 
said to have remarked: 7 

“Johnson lied in-one particular. I’m 
willing to take life imprisonment, but 
I didn’t turn that switch, and if they 
are going to hang me, I'll give them 
all the trouble I can.” 

J. C. Doke, who was serving a term 
for burglary in the County Jail at 
the time Thompson was awaiting trial 
there, was the next witness. Thomp- 
son, he said, had confessed that he and 
Johnson had robbed the train, and that 
he had turned the switch. Thompson 
also confided to him the fact that there 
was a large sum of money buried on 
Johnson’s ranch, and when Doke was 
set free on February 2, 1895, Thompson 
gave him a diagram, showing the loca- 
tion of this treasure. This diagram

At the City Hall yesterday little was 
done outside of routine business in the 
offices. The special Waterworks Com- 
mittee of the Council visited Crystal 
Springs, and the reservoirs of the City 
Water Company in company with the 
directors of the company.

At the Courthouse yesterday Mrs. 
William Austin was given the custody

forcement of the provisions of the first 
ordinance would have affected the 
ability of the operating companies to 
supply the demands of the public for 
service. All extension of their systems 
within the conduit area was brought 
to a sudden standstill, and not a wire 
could. be laid under the law until an 
elaborate system of underground con- 
duits should be completed. It was to 
remove this condition that a temporary 
privilege was allowed to the existing 
companies. 

This ordinance has been in the 
hands of the Mayor for more than a 
week, and as yet he has not been able 
to decide what course to adopt; all 
of which has excited much public sur- 
mise. It is known that the agents of 
the Los Angeles’ Electric Lighting 
Company have. been’ infesting the 
Mayor's office for several days, and it 


‘is also a matter of general knowledge 


that their company has viewed with 
some alarm the encroachments of the 
West Side Electric Lighting Company 
upin their territory within the few 
months of its existence. Many of the 
members of the Council have conse- 
quently drawn the not illogical infer- 
ence that the Los Angeles Electric 
Lighting Company is willing to submit 
to the harsh terms of the original ordi- 
nance rather than to see their grow- 
ing competitor accorded an opportun- 
ity to trench still further upon their 
present domain. The older company is 
said to prefer to have matters remain 
stockstill as they are rather than to 
take any chances of an_ invasion of 
their territory by the West Side Elec- 
tric Lighting Company. The immediate 
enforcement of the law, for instance, 
will prevent the latter company from 
filliag a large contract to light Main 
street, for whjch all arrangements have 
been made and all supplies purchased. 
Should the Mayor yield to the persua- 
sion of his visitors from the Los An- 
geles Electric Lighting Company and 
return the ordinance to the Council 
without his approval, it will un- 
doubtedly be passed again in the face 
of his objections. Nevertheless, the 
contract of the rival lighting company 
to furnish the Main-street property- 
owners with electric lights in time for 
La Fiesta week will have fallen 
through. 

It is not improbable that Mayor Sny- 
der appreciates the value of procrasti- 
nation in this case, although it is 
barely possible that some high prin- 
ciple of right, not perceptible to. the 
average moral sense, stays his pen.

Mrs. Olive Trogden, sister of Alva 
Johnson, to whom she bears a strik- 
ing resemblance, corroborated Etzler’s 
testimony of Wednesday, in part. She 
told how Etzler and Thompson had 
appeared at the Johnson ranch one 
morning in September, 1894. She had 
advised Thompson to remain in the 
barn all day, which he did. At supper, 
Thompson told her that Btzler and he 
were going to New Mexico to make 
another haul. That evening she _ re- 
peated to Alva the story Thompson had 
told her regarding the train robbery. 
Alva said this was not true, and ac- 
cused Thompson of romancing. 

In answer to questions by the at- 
torneys for the defendant, Mrs. Trog- 
dén said. that she had heard it said 
that Alva would be pardoned at an 
early date if he confessed, but did not 
remember by whom. She had never, 
she said, advised Alva to plead guilty. 

The trial will be resumed at .10 
o’clock this morning, in Department 
One of the Superior Court.

CONFERENCES BETWEEN COUNCIL 
AND THE WATER COMPANY. 


City Officials Inspect the Crystal 
Springs and the Reservoirs and 
Will Examine the Entire Sys- 
tem Before Making a Report, 


_ Negotiations between the Council 
and the City Water Company are 
progressing very slowly. In fact, up 
to the present time no mention of 
figures has been made afid the special 
Waterworks Committee of the Coun- 
cil, appointed to treat with the City 
Water Company, has not been able to 
extract any estimate of the valuation 
which is placed by the owners upon 
the present water system of the city. 
The conferences so far have been 
merely preliminary affairs and no at- 
tempt seems to have been. made to 
arrive at any definite conclusions. 
Yesterday morning the special com- 
mittee of the Council, consisting of 
Councilmen Nickell, Toll and Blanch- 
ard, and City Attorney Dunn and City 
Engineer Dockweiler. visited the head- 
works of the waterworks in company 
with Stephen H. Mott and William J. 
Broderick, directors of the City Water 
Company, and Superinterdent William 
Mutholland. The objective point of 
the trip was the Crystal Springs, which 
source of supply was carefully ex- 
amined. company’s reservoirs 
were also visited, the party returning 
to the city late in the afternon. Today 
the party will inspect the Garvanza 
headworks and Hazard’s _ reservoir, 
which is the point of supply for Boyle 


Heights.

present his eeport- te. -the- Councit fer 
some time. Until the City Water 
Company has made a formal offer of 
the plant to the city, at a fixed figure, 
the report of City Engineer Dock- 
weiler containing the plans and esti- 
mates for an entirely new water sys- 
tem, will not be opened even by the 
committee. This latter report is now 
safely “locked up in the vault of the 
City Clerk’s office and has _ been 
guarded with the closest secrecy. It 
will probably not be made public un- 
til it is officially delivered to the 
Council, together with a report on, the 
two propositions and a comparative 
table of the cost and capacity of the 
two water systems. 


UNSIGNED ORDINANCES, 


Public Surmises Why They are Held 
tp by the Mayor. 

There are two ordinances in the 

hands of Mayor Snyder on which the 

public is awaiting executive action with 


unusual interest, more especially as in| 


neither one is involved any difficult 
question to decide. The first°of these 
is the ordinance adopted by the Coun- 
cil last Monday restricting the hours of 
public masking and designed to regu- 
late the stteet performance on All- 
Foo)s’ night. Interested persons have 
undoubtedly attempted to persuade the 
Mayor to veto this ordinance, as they 
endeavored to prevent its passage 
through the Council. The Mayor has 
said that he is looking into the merits 
of the matter, but he should not have 
far to go before making up his mind. 
It is not thought probable, however, 
that he will dare run counter to the 
strong public opinion which has been 
expressed in favor of the limitation 
of the hours of public masking, as well 
as to oppose the avowed desire of the 
police department to preserve order 
and decency on the streets. There ap- 
pears to be no sentiment favorable to 
the continuance of the nocturnal rev- 
elry which winds up La Fiesta except 
among a few individuals. who reap a 
benefit in dollars and cents from the 
crowds that linger downtown after the 
street cars have quit running for the 
night, 

The other ordinance which is ac- 
cumulating a coating of mould in one 
of the Mayor’s pigeon-holes is the ordi- 
nance amending what has been called 
“the pole and wire ordinance.’ After 
it - was decided to adopt measures look- 
ing to the creation of a conduit district 
in the heart of the city and to order 
the removal of all poles and wires 
owned by electric companies, except 
street-car companies, within one year 
from the date of the passage of the 
ordinance, the Council passed an amen- 
datory ordinance on April 5, permitting 
the issuance of permits to existing com- 
panies upon the condition that all poles 
and wires so erected or strung be re- 
moved within the time set by the or- 
iginal ordinance. This concession was 
necessary because the rigid en- 


the easiest avenue of evasion open to 
him is to allow the ordinance to become 
law without his signature. 


THE CITY CENSUS, 


Difficulties Encountered by Enumer- 
3 ators on Their Rounds. 

The work of enumerating the popula- 
tion of the city for the purposes of the 
new census proceeded more satisfac- 
torily yesterday than on Wednesday, 
The enumerators appear to have mas- 
tered the system, and except for the un- 
Willingness of some persons to make 
public their names and residences, 
everything is now running. smoothly. 
Occasionally an enumerator runs across 
a recalcitrant lodging-house keeper, 
who feels that the sanctity ef her.prem- 
ises is being invaded. In the absence of 
a directory in such cases, it sometimes 
requires considerable tact on the part 
of the census-takers to secure the de- 
sired information. Several times it 
was found necessary to call in a police 
officer to impress the occupants of cer- 
tain places with a sense of the legal 
right of the enumerators to demand 
their names and addresses. In the Chi- 
nese quarter the enumerator has been 
equipped with a formidable document 
prepared by the Chinese Chamber of 
Commerce, certifying to his authority 
and duty in the premises. A police offi- 
cer has been detailed to accompany the 
census-taker, and with the aid of this 
officer and the impressive certificate, 
rapid progress has been made. It is 
expected that not less than 8000 Chinese 
will be found to be residents of the city. 

The first enumerator to finish his 
work was Charles F. Stewart, who 
turned in his completed lists last night 
to the City Clerk. Stewart was in 
charge of Precinct Seventy-one, in the 
Fourth Ward, one of the smallest pre- 
cincts in the city. -.

TEDFORD’S SHOCK. 


ONE OF HIS LEGS IS SHORTER | 


THAN IT REALLY OUGHT TO BE, 
Suit Against the Los Angelea Elec. 
tric Company for Over 825.000 
Damages on Trial Refore Judge 
Allen in Department Six, 


A jury of eleven men was chosen 
and impaneled yesterday in Depart- 
ment Six of the Superior Court, Judge 
M. T. Allen presiding, to try a suit 
for $25,724.55 damages brought by 
Thomas F. Tedford against the Los 
Angeles Electric Company. Tedford's 
story of how he sustained the injury for 


which he asks compensation is as fole: 


lows: 


Tedford was employed by the electrie | 


company to dig holes for electrte poles, 
repair poles, drive a horse and wagon 
and do other unskilled labor. He had 
never worked for a company engaged 
in that line of business before, and 
was no electrician. In fact, he was 
so entirely ignorant of the general 
carrying on of the electric business 
that he was unacquainted with the 
dangerous character of a lineman’'s 
work. About three months after he 
had been hired by the company, be- 
tween 5 and 6:30 o’clock of the even- 
April he was working 
ang o 
wei electric employés on 


He was told to climb a pole belong- 


ing to the company located on Main« 


near the corner of Second street and 
to scrape the electric wires con- 
nected with the converter which was 
fastened near the top of the pole. 
Tedford accordingly climbed up the 
pole, and, standing on a platform placed 
there for the purpose, began doing as 
he had been directed to do. 


But unfortunately for Tedford the. 


current was on and portions of the 
Wire were not insulated. He did not 
know that this condition of affairs ex- 
isted until after he was touched on 
the hands and face by the untnsulated 
Wires. The wires hurned him se- 
verely, rendered him unconscious and 
threw him backward to the ground, a 
distance of eighteen feet. The left 
frontal bone of his skull was. 


between the knee and the hip. 

This last injury, Tedford says, ren- 
dered him a cripple for life. The frac- 
ture refused to heal and the bone to. 
Knit, and a piece of the femur nearly 
two inches in length had to be sawed 
away. This operation had to be per- 
formed in order to save the limb, but 
of course made one of his legs shorter 
than the other. This piece of Ted- 
ford’s anatomy was filed as an ex- 
hibit in the case. 

Tedford claims that if he was to have 
been sent to do work where there was

great danger of a shock, he should | 


have been apprised of his danger and 
provided with a pair of rubber_gloves. 
He says he did not know of his dan- 
ger nor of the advisability of protect- 
ing himself from it by rubber gloves. 
The electric company denies that 
Tedford ever received a shock of elec- 
tricity, and alleges that if he did get 
one it was either through his own neg- 
ligence or the negligence of a fellow- 
worker. An electric pole of ordinary 


tsize and about ten or twelve feet in 


height was placed in the courtroom.

SUIT FOR RECEIVER. 


The Traction Company’s Oil Venture 
Unprofitable. 
The Los Angeles Traction Company 
filed a suit yesterday against Micah 
S. Crosswell for dissolution of partner- 
ship, the appointment of a receiver, 
and an order compelling him to make 
an accounting. The complaint in the 
action states that the company and 
Crosswell entered into a partnership 
under the name of the Rockwood Oil 
Company. The purpose for which the 
company was formed was boring for 

oil and obtaining oil lands. 

The Traction Company alleges that 
the original agreement was that each 
should furnish one half of the capital, 
and Crosswell should receive $50 per 
month for his services in conducting 
the business. They were to share the 
profits equally. After the Rockwood 
Company had been formed, lots 21 and 
15, in block A of J. W.. Ellis’s subdi- 
vision, were bought. This block is lo- 
cated at the southeast corner of Union 
avenue and First street. The complaint 
alleges that Crosswell has taken pos- 
session of the property and books of 
the oil company, and refuses to make 
an accounting. 

Another allegaiion in the complaint 
is that Crosswell fiow claims the Trac- 
tion’ Company should settle with him 
for th 
price of oil. This the Traction Com- 
pany refuses to do, for the reason that 
when it took the oil the market price 
was 90 cents per barrel. 


WILDER RELEASED.

Perry J. Wilder was brought before 
Judge M. T. Allen yesterday in De- 
partment Six, on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, <After hearing the writ, as no 
appearance Was made on the part of 
the people, Judge Allen ordered =the 
defendant discharged from custody.

The real estate market is somewhat 
quiet, the demand being chiefly for 
small cottages, which may be bought 
on easy terms of payment. The delay 
in commencing work on the harbor im- 
provement had had a depressing effect 
on the market, which had begun to re- 
vive when the news was received that 
$3,000,000 was to be expended by the 
gvvernment at San Pedro. An order 
from headquarters to commence work 
on the big harbor would have a very 
fetimulating effect on the real estate 


market. 
CLEANING UP. 

The police are endeavoring to enforce 
the rule in regard to cleaning weeds 
from sidewalks, and something. has 
actually: been accomplished in this 
Line. A further step in this direction, 
of a desirable character, would be an 
ordinance compelling owners of vacant 
lots to keep the same clean of weeds, 
Which are not only unsightly, but dan- 
gerous, as breeding places for noxious 
insects, besides which, when dry, they 
facilitate the spreading of fires. It 
would be but a very small tax: upon 
each lot owner to keep such property 
in good condition.. At the same time, 
the work, in the aggregate, would fur- 
nish employment to a great many peo- 
ple who need it. 

GOOD EFFECTS OF PARKS.

agitated twenty-five years ago, was 
about the same as it is in Los Angeles 
today.

“One of the plans proposed was that 
of three parks of about one hundred 
acres each, one at the east end, one 
well out Woodward avenue, and one 
on the west side. If this plan had been 
adopted by the commissioners, it is 
‘ikely that there would have been com- 
paratively little opposition.’ But as 
oon y proposed to. concentrate 


east of the city limits, residents west 
and north were roused to opposition, 
and one of the most potent arguments 
of the plan was that adjacent property- 
holders would be immensely benefited. 
And one of the considerations that sub- 
segeuntly made the purchase of Belle 
Isle go through so easily, was»the fact 
that it didn’t benefit the property of 
anybody, as though that was a recom- 
mendation. In both cases the fact was 
by many overlooked that if adjacent 
property was enhanced in value, the 
general public would get a speedy re- 
turn in the increased taxation. Prob- 
ably few now regret that the jealousies 
of the former period prevented the pur- 
chase of Hamtramck site for a park, 
because it left the way open for the 
later purchase of Belle Isie; but the 
motive of the opposition was an un- 
worthy one, just the same. As Belle 
Isle touches no other property, there

park commenced much earlier than 
that of Palmer Park, and it is now as 
charming a spot in summer as one 
could wish to see. It was only last 
fall that paving and sewer improve- 
ments were carried into its vicinity, so 
that its full effect has not yet been 
felt, but that it has proved an attrac- 
tion is shown by the large number 
of comfortable dwellings that have 
been built on the streets terminating 
in Jefferson avenue, near it, as com- 
pared with those on’ streets this side 
of it. When discussing property in that 
section, proximity to the waterworks 
is one of the considerations that is 
always urged, and prices range higher, 
by several uwollars a front foot, within 
four or five blocks of the park than 
they do at twice that distance. 

“Only a fair beginning has_ been 
nade in the improvement:.of Clark 
“ark, in the western part of the city, 
nut two good effects are already per- 

ptible. It has increased values $8, 
$10, and even $15 a foot front, and it 
has caused a general cleaning up of 
the adjacent streets. Part of the dis- 
trict surrounding it was a cottage dis- 
trict, and not the best of the kind at 
that.‘ But since the twenty-five acres 
became public property and a public 
resort, more attention has been paid to 
the adornment of the yards, the old 
cottages have been slicked up, and a 
beginning has been made in the con- 
struction of a better class of houses. 
Iwo or three years of business in- 
fjustrial prosperity would bring quite 
z transformation to this district. Some 
xf the adjacent lots that were formerly 
held at $25.a foot front and slow of 
sale at that, cannot be bought now for 
less than $40 a foot. 

“The mere dedication and compara- 
‘ively slight improvements made in 
Perrien Park have enhanced values in 
that immediate vicinity 20 or 30 per 
sent., and profit has already accrued 
‘rom the prospective beauties of Med- 
bury Park. The latter consists of a 
widening of the street, so as to give a 
louble roadway, with ornamental space 
in the center for a distance of four 
clocks. In area it is not pretentious, 
‘ather a short boulevard than a park, 
yet it makes a breathing place for that 
section, will give a pleasant outlook, and 
1as raised the asking price of abutting 
ots 20 or 25 per cent.

The influence of a park, whether 
all or large, depends, of course, some- 
ng upon the manner in which the 
Mlic ground itself is improved and 
Intained. On a small. scale this ts 
Wnjgn Adelaide Campau Park, which, 
ider? the improvements; of recent 
ears, has become an adornment 
Which adds to the attractiveness of the 
vhole neighborhood. .A_ still more 
itriking illustration is seen in Cass 
Park. For many years. this was in- 
losed by high, unsightly. fenee, with. 
yadlocked gates. The trees were neg- 
ected and more than half of them died. 


Flower beds there were none. There 
was no need of signs to ‘“‘keep off the 
grass,” for no one could get to it 
without danger of being impaled upon 
the fence pickets. The place was an 
eyesore, a detriment rather than a 
benefit to surrounding property. It, 
was a marvel that the city officials left 
it so long in this disgraceful condition. 
In time the high fence gave place to 
a low one, and this was finally removed. 
With the concentration of park care 
in a separate commission this five acres 
gradually took on the attractive form 
that has marked it in recent years. Its 
sparkling fountain, its shaded seats, its 
flourishing trees, ‘its mantle of grass 
and its many colored flower beds, make 
it not only a resort for people from 
all that part of the city, but a de- 
light to those whose windows open out 
upon its beauties. The effect upon 
property has been most apparent. Lots 
fronting the park are valued at $175 
and $200 a foot. Two blocks away land 
can be had for $100 a foot.’’ 
THE UPPER SAN GABRIEL. 

The section of country along the 
Upper San Gabriel Valley, this side of 
Whittier, is being developed quite 
rapidly. Several artesian -wells have 
been bored on the Ranchito del Fuerte. 
which are developing a fine water sup- 
ply, of excellent quality and quantity. 
One of the wells flows with suflicient 
pressure to take the water eighteen 
feet above the surface of the ground, 
Which is fifteen feet above the surface 
of San Gabriel River. This well flows 
about seventy-five miner’s. inches. 

This discovery of artesian water in 
the section referred to is regarded as 
the beginning of important develop- 
ments soon to be made with the view 
of supplying large tracts with the 
purest water for domestic purposes and 
irrigation. There are at least 20,000 
acres of land upon,which this water 
will flow by gravity. The lower San 
Gabriel is already well watered by its 
two rivers, the old and new San Ga- 
briel, and now with this additional sup- 
ply of-artesian water it will be one of 
the best watered sections wf the 
State. Two or three projects for es- 
tablishing a water system hav2 been 
mapped out, some one of which wiil 
materialize shortly. The water will be 
pumped tothe high lands: between 
Whittier and New River. Yet an- 
other projected improvement for this 
section is a boulevard and an electric 


| railway from Los Angeles to the San 


Gabriel River, with suburban homes 
and tracts of five acres bordering the 
road. To .supply tracts along this 
proposed: boulevard the water would be 
pumped on tothe hills above the 
Ripetta ranch.

INCREASED VALUES. 

an article on Southern California

DEAD CHICAGO.

SHORT EUROPEAN OLIVE CROP. 
California olive growers and dealers 
will be interested in a report from 


Italy that the yield of oil for 1897 in 
is short. A 


large firm at Lucca in a circular says: 

“At first everything promised favor- 
ably; a splendid flowering in the olive 
groves was followed in due course by 
an abundant show of fruit on the trees, 
but in August there unfortunately 
came a long spell of bad weather, with 
exceptionally heavy rains, causing 
great damage io the trees, and destroy- 
ing a large part of the olive crop in 
the plains and lowlands. It is well for 
us that the groves and vineyards situ- 
ated on the mountains and hills around 
Lucca were more fortunate. If is on 
these districts that one must this year 
depend for the choicest grades of olive 
oil, and we are happy to say that we 
have already secured to ourselves im- 
portant supplies from this favored 
source. Bari has this year produced a 
fair quantity of olive oil, but the qual- 
ity is not quite satisfactory, the olives 
having again been attacked by the 
mouche huiliere, (oil fly,) with serious 
results. The worst reports are, however, 
from the Riviera.and Nice districts, 
where the olive crop this year is a 
failure. In some places the trees did 
not even blossom last year.” 


CANNED FRUIT FOR LONDON. 
According to the California Fruit 
Grower, the Marysville Fruit Packing 
Company has recently shipped to Lon- 
don, Eng., a large carload of its canned 
fruits, a considerable quantity of which 
was put up in glass. The shipment 
will be handled by one of the leading 
London dealers, and will be placed in 
the hands of prominent retailers whose 
trade is with the most prominent fami- 
lies in England. The shipment was 
labeled as the product of Yuba and 
Sutter county orchards, and in this way 
will benefit the growers.

CANAIGRE. Referring to a recent 
correspondence in The Times from San 
Bernardino county, regarding the can- 
aigre enterprise at Rialto, C. B. Allaire, 
president of the Tanning Extract Com- 
pany at Deming, N. M., who probably 
knows more about canaigre than any 
other man in the United States, writes 
to say that some of the statements 
by the correspondent are 
quite misleading. The statement as to 
the yield of the crop, Mr. Allaire Says, 
As to the percentage 
of tannic acid in the root, it should be 
understood that the yield of 25 per cent. 
is from green root, while the tannin 
yield refers to dried roots, and it takes 
three tons of green root to make one of 
dried, thus making a difference of 200 
per cent. 

Another statement made by the cor- 
respondent was that it is impossible

~ pociates in California show that the cost. 


of the first crop from wild seed is about 
$2 per ton. He believes that future 
crops m@y be raised at a cost of $1.70 
per ton at the factory. 

>The correspondent also ‘assumed that 
a crop of $50 per acre could be counted 
on, while he estimated from 8 to 10 
tons every two years, or 4% tons per 
year, which at $5 per ton makes $22.50 
instead of $50. 

“Mr. Allaire says that canaigre will 
certainly need irrigation in California, 
as the rains do not come early enough 
or continue late enough to make a full 
crop, and irrigation will more than pay 
its cost. 

Until some more definite information 
of a practical character shall have been 
obtained regarding canaigre culture in 
this State, it would be well for those 
who are thinking of going into the in- 
dustry, either in the line of planting

NEW YORK MARKBTS.,

NEW YORK, April 15.—Proceedings were 
rather dull on the Stock Exchange today, and 
values dropped almost without exception or 
cessation. The situation abroad dominated 
the general tone of the dealings. The fact 
that there would be no more trading on the 
London exchange until next Tuesday proba- 
bly restricted any demand and influenced the 
minds of the timid ones there to realize prof- 
jts as much as possible and to wnload any 
holdings that seemed in danger from possible 
developments fh the Greco-Turkish relations. 
‘Consols were down in London, and there was 
uneasiness apparent over the waning of the 
accord of the powers on the eastern ques- 
tion. The London market also suffered from 
the demoralization in Kaffirs, and whispers of 
financial difficulties of a large operator in 
those properties. The depression thus caused 
was reflected: here most obviously as was 
natural in the stocks held largely abroad 
which showed marked declines. Any firmness 
in these shares above the London parity was 
met by héavy selling from Lonaon, the day’s 
sales for London account being estimated at 
25,000 shares. There was considerable reali- 
zation here also on the ground that the ex- 
change will be closed*and Saturday a short 
trading day and likely to be dull in con- 
sequence. The heaviness in New York Cen- 
tral was very noticeable in view of the large 
hopes of a stimulus to the whole market 
that have been built on its refunding scheme, 
first officially announced yesterday. The ex- 
tension of the issue beyond the needs of the 
Ptcerogye, gives rise to the argument that

Opening sales “of May 
were from 6854 to 68%, against yesterday's 
closing price of 68%, and the scramble to 
cover which set in from every quarter had 
sent the price by 11 o’clock to 68%, with but 
one or two trifling halts. Chicago received 
10 cars of wheat, Minneapolis and Duluth 271. 
A week ago, the two latter cities got. 264 cars 
and a year ago they received 259. The amount 
of export business reported done at New York 
yesterday was 464,000 bushels. Liverpool 
quoted an advance of 1d per cental at the 
opening. Late in the session the market be- 
came very unsettled. Such an advance as was 
recorded was naturally very tempting and 
there was enough realizing and short selling 
to torce the price back to 69, but only for a 
short time. Reports of crop damage con- 
tinued to come in, even far off California 
joined in the general complaint. A rally to 
69% @69% ensued and after two or three ner- 
vous fluctuations the market settled around 
6914, May was bringing 695, at the close.

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A Senator and the Senate, 


[Oregonian:] In the real Forum, 
Hoar.o an! 
article eniitied, “Has the De- 


generated?” The writer is a member 
of the Senate, and naturally thinks it 
has not. He is a garrulous old gentle- 
man, with a very good opinion of him- 
self and associates, and testily im- 
patient with those who criticise Sena- 
tors and wish to change the character 
of the Senate of the United States. 

He does, indeed, admit that the Sen- 
ate is not quite .perfect; which is a re- 
markable admission to come out of a 
body whose members are accustomed 
to say to each other that they con- 
stitute the ablest and most august as- 
sembly of men in the world. Yet Mr. 
Hoar’s real admiration of the Senate 
is like Sydney Smith’s professed ad- 
miration of the clergy. Calling one 
day upon a parishioner, r. Smith | 
was shown into a room where a large 
number .of mirrors was so placed as 
to reflect the images in every direc- 
tion. He bowed profoundly, with the 
remark: “I am greatly surprised and 
gratified to find so large and respecta- 
ble a number of the clergy present.” _ 

Mr. Hoar’s plan of defending the 
Senate is to attack somebody esle; and 
he pours out the vials of his wrath 
upon those who resist the efforts of 
unprincipled mén to reach the Senate 
or to retain their seats in that body. 
Oregon comes in for her portion. Mr, 
Hoar says: “It is a treasonable spirit 
which has led men to interfere with 
the organization of State Legislatures 
for the purpose of defeating the elec- 
tion of Senators with whom the men 
who are guilty do not agree in politi- 
cal opinion, or of .men who stand in 
the way of personal 
aspirants for the place.

‘es, raspberries and other re- 
lated plants, Like all the scale insects 
it does no little mischief and showld cer- 
tainly receive attention when present in 
any considerable numbers. This insect 
is known to science as Diaspis rosae, 
and is generally known gas the rose 
scale. It is very much Nike the San 
José scale in general appearance and 
life habits. Thus in this rose scale, the 
scale is not the insect, but a coverinn, 
which shelters and protects it. The 
scale looks very much like that of the 
species of Aspidiotus; that is, the fe- 
male scale is circular with two exuvta, 

which are central. The male scale, on 
the other hand, is long and narrow, 
and is found very commonly on the 
Plants which are infested. As is usu- 
ally the case, the male scale is much 
smaller than the female. The male 
scale is prominently ridged. “Thus it is 
always easy to identify species of the 
genus Diasnis from the long, slim male 
scale, and this ridge which runs length- 
Wise of the scale covering. The habits 
of these scale are very much like those 
of the San José scale, which has already 
been described in the Cultivator. | 

There is little doubt but that these 
scale will succumb to all the ordinary 
methods of treatment. It is very cer- 
tain that the fumigation method would 
be very effective, but from the low 
habit of the plants infested and their 
great number, it is hardly a practical 
remedy... There is no doubt but that the 
kerosene emulsion or the resin wash 
would be efficacious if applied while the 
insects were young. I do not know 
whether the salt, lime and sulphur rem- 
edy has ever been tried. I should eup- 
pose that if it was effective for the San 
José scale, it would be equally so for 
this. I shall have considerable hope of 
Success in drenching the plants with 
boiling water during the winter season, 
This should be tried tentatively, and I 
would advise that it be thus tried. I do 
not think the boiling water would hurt 
the plant, but I should expect it would 
be fatal to all the insects that it 
touched.

AZUSA, April 15.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.]: The annual convention of 
the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Unions of Los Angeles tl A met 
here at 12:30 p.m.

If is on 
these districts that one must this- year 
depend for the choicest grades of olive 
oil, and we are happy to say that we

A Senator and the Senate, 
{[Oregonian:] In the April Forum, 
Senator husetts has an 
article entitled, “Has the Senate De- 
generated?’’ The writer is a member '| 
of the Senate, and naturally thinks it 
has not. He is a garrulous old gentle- 
man, with a very good opinion of him- 
self and associates, and testily im- 
patient with those who criticise Sena- 
tors and wish to change the character 
of the Senate of the United States. 

He does, indeed, admit that the Sen- 
ate is not quite .perfect; whicb is a re- 
markable admission to come out of a 
body whose members are accustomed 
to say to each other that they con- 
stitute the ablest and most august as- 
sembly of men in the world. Yet Mr. 
Hoar’s real admiration of the:Senate 
is like Sydney Smith’s professed ad- 
miration. of the clergy. Calling one 
day upon ‘a parishioner, Mr. Smith 
was shown into a room where a large 
number of mirrors was so placed as 
to reflect the images in every direc- 
tion. He owed profoundly, with the. 
remark: “I am greatly surprised and 
gratified to find so large and respecta- 
ble a number of the clergy present.” 


Senate is to attack somebody esle; and 
he pours out the vials of his wrath 
upon thosg who resist the efforts of 
unprincipled mén to reach the Senate 
or to retain their seats in that body.

It is very much like the San 
José scale in general appearance and 
life habits.

The 
scale looks very much like that of the 
Species of Aspidiotus; that is, the fe- 
male scale is circular with two exuvta, 
Which are central. The male scale, on 
the other hand, is long and narrow, 
and is found very commonly on the 
plants which are infested. <As is usu- 
ally the case, the male scale is much 
smaller than the female. The male 
scale is prominently ridged. “Thus it is 
always easy to identify species of the 
genus Diasnis from the long, slim male 
scale, and this ridge which runs length- 
Wise of the scale covering. The habits 
of these scale are very much like those 
of the San José scale, which has already 
been described in the Cultivator. 

There is little doubt but that these 
scale will succumb to all the ordinary 
methods of treatment. It is véry cer- 
tain that the fumigation method would 
be very effective, but from the low 
habit of the plants infested and their 
great number, it is hardly a practical 
remedy.. There is no doubt but that the 
kerosene emulsion or. the resin wash 
would be efficacious if applied while the 
insects were young. I do not know 
whether the salt, lime and sulphur rem- 
edy has ever been tried. I should eup- 
pose that if it was effective for the San 
José Scale, it would be equally so for 
this. I shall have considerable hope of 
success in drenching the plants with 
boiling water during the winter season. 
This should be tried tentatively, and I 
would advise that it be thus tried. I do 
not think the boiling water would hurt 
the plant, but I should expect it would 
be fatal to all the insects that it 


touched.

County Treasurer Woodard’s Résig- 
nation Accepted and His Suc- 
cessor Appeointed—An Indian 
Marder — Proceedings of the 
Presbytery.

DR. SMITH’S SUCCESSOR PROMPTLY

Further developments leaking out 
after the meeting of Jim Budd's new 
trustees of the Whittier State School 
yesterday, were a mere coftinuation 
of the clean-sweep policy of the “re- 
formers.’’ After a partial perusal of 
something less than a thousand let- 
ters of applicants for plums and such 
recommendation as the would-be serv- 
ants of the commonwealth could fur- 
nish, the whole batch was dumped into 
the waste basket by the trustees, who 
then proceeded to the real work before 
them. This consists not so much in 
deciding what to do as studying what 
not to do to keep themselves and their 
reform from getting into deep water. 

While the new trustees are in the 
harness pledged to a radical course and 
to a prompt removal of all the old out- 
fit in and about the institution, two of 
their number have just. horse ‘sense 
enough left over from their boyhood 
experience to realize that it is best to 
sometimes consider ‘‘where you are 
going to land before you jump.” But 
their female conferee, Mrs. Mitchell, 
never had the early advantage of any 
boyhood, and she is in for anything 
that will make the biggest rumpus and 
roar among ‘“‘the gang.” She is first, 
last and all the time in favor of fire- 
works from the jump until the last one 
of them is fired. In fact, if all her 
old associates were in a Gatling gun 
and she were the crank of the machine, 
she couldn't be turned fast enough to 
shoot them out as lively as she wants 
to see them go. Mrs. Mitchell is rev- 
eling in high clover nowadays. It is 
a glorious triumph for her to sit in 
judgment on the crowd who only a 
few months ago helped to down her 

war on the manage- 
ment of the school. Verily ‘things are 
changed now. Instead of having to Sit. 
as @ minority upon a board of trustees 
made up of two Republicans and a 
Democrat, the whole outfit is now com- 
posed of Jim Budd’s Democrats. 

Mrs. Mitchell does not believe there 
would be any trouble with the elec- 
tric system if Capt. Wiggins weré 
bounced with the rest. If a good Jim 
Budd politician could not pull all 
those wires so as to light the grounds 
and buildings and run the machinery 
for alarms, why the place could be 
lighted with tallow dips, and some 
women could be hired to do screaming 
in lieu of the alarm gongs. -But she 
thinks the boys wouldn’t try to escape 
under good wholesome Democratic ad- 
ministration of affairs and there would 
be no need any how for Wiggins and 
all of his machinery.

The Cling Peach. . 
At the meeting of the Pomona Faim- 


ers’ Club last week, George H. -Wa-.|. 
ters; of the Pomona. Cannery, gave a} 


valuable extemporaneous address on 
canning varieties and method of pro-, 
ducing the finest fruit, and we take 
the following synopsis of it from the 
Pomona Times: 

“He gave special attention to the 
peach, and the cling in particular. He 
has found, by experience, in market- 
ing, that, so far as the cling peach is 
‘concerned, California is almost with- 
out a competitor. Canners find a ready 
market for all that is good, large, 


his firm canned 7000 cases of cling and 
1200 of freestone. Before the season 


closed all the clings were sold and not |. 


half the small pack of freestones. In 
a contest with four canners for the 
sale of 3000 cases of clings, his firm 
won, upon the _ fact 
grown in this valley, was the best 
colored. The canners will buy any 
fruit that, when canned, there is a 
demand for, and there is very little 
for freestone varieties. Heretofore 
one and three-quarter and two-inch 
fruit was the highest grade, but since 
last year the grade has been increased 
to two anda half. He says this grade 
can be produced abundantly and of 
the highest quality right here, and he 
urges, as a matter of business to the 
grower, as ‘well as canner, that it 
be grown. All that is required is the 
planting of right varieties, the best 
care of trees and sufficient thinning of 
the fruit.”
